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REMARKS /ARGUMENTS 

No new matter is being added by virtue of the above 
amendment . 

Dutt (USP 6,202,114) does not disclose const 
information packets that are dynamic. 

Dutt (USP 6,202,114) and Dobbins (USP 5,825,722), 
considered singly or in combination, do not disclose a 
broadcast learn flag in an acknowledgement packet. 

Stone (USP 6,041,057) is directed to neighboring 
switches that enable links for tag switching by sending a 
hello request with a range of proposed tag values for use on 
a particular link. Hello requests are acknowledge by hello 
responses 600. As a result of this link enablement, 
switches learn the available links for use when requesting 
tagged virtual connections for forwarding end-user messages. 
Thus, Stone discloses hello packets and hello packet 
acknowledgements for enabling tag switching on a link . 
Stone does not disclose the use of a "first acknowledgement 
packet" to establish a broadcast path in order to select the 
lowest latency path for the broadcast path, which are 
features recited in claim 1 and claim 11.
